Dayton, 0., Sept. IS.—N'o trace of 


tho political bitterness that usually 
develops during a hotly contested" con- 
vention like that held here this week 
by Ohio Republicans was manifest in 
the "campaign opener" mass meeting 
Wednesday night, at which a number 
of the Republican leaders were on the 
speaking program.

Burton said: "When we are through 
the question of the one to whom tho 
greatest credit is due will be deter- 
mined along the line of the man who 
can cast his spear farthest and with 
the greatest strength into the rank 
of the enemy.

Some weeks since it was an- 


nounced by the chairman of the Re-

Tuesday night, before the 
nomination of state officers, in viola- 
tion, as I understand it, of every pre- 
cedent in every year, the 21 members 
ot 'the Republican executive commit- 
tee met and made a choice. Against 
that we pretest. What we ask is that 
'.here be a vote here upon the floor 
^f this convention. Shall Senator 
Dick be chairman of the Republican 
state convention or not? If the vote 
is in the affirmative, I have to say 
that those who oppose it will ac- 
quiesce In that selection whatever our 
opinion may be as to the wisdom or 
unwisdom of it. We do that because 
we believe that the majority should 
rule. 
But if the majority vote the 


other way, wo say that It is but fair 
to the people of the state of Ohio, and 
the proper course for the.Republicans 
to pursue. 
It means party victory 


more surely if he shall step aside, and 
some one else "be selected in his place. 
Now, I trust, there will be no long 
discussion on this .subject but that we 
come to vote, and whoever is chair- 
man of the state Republican executive 
committee will be able to go before 
the people of the state saying:

Hid ibc1 lad commit sujcide? 
There has been not the slightest 


reason for such an act, and yet the 
distracted father feels sure his boy 
is dead. 


Mr. Nosker showed The Age 
a 


letter in Ernest's handwriting, that 
has enveloped more than ever, 
the 


ease in mystery. It is written on a 
rHp of pa peer and was found at 
the 


house Wednesday. The letter reads: 


Good-bye my honey 
Farewell to you 
And think of me 
When you have nothing else to do. 
Good-bye, little girl, good-bye. 
Does the letter really mean anything 
or was it just a boyish joke? 


Nettie is his little sister, the baby 


ot the family, of whom the lad was 
\GT\- fond. They spent many of their 
hoi-rs playing 
together 
and 
the 


brother was devoted to his little sis- 
tei's happiness. The 
child 
herself 


Knows nothing about the strange let- 
ter. 


•'I have had for several 'years a 


package of arsenic in the house" said 
Mr. Nosker to The Age, "that we 
used for doctoring stock. We have 
always kept it out of the reach of the 
children, on top of a clock. - Some 
weeks ago when cleaning house, we 
came across it, and re-wrapped it in 
fresh strong paper and placed It in 
its hiding place on the top of (he 
clock. Since my boy has been gone, 
I thought of the poison and Wednes

Bryan's Desperate Effort To 


Explain His Unpopular Pol 


"BCOM!" 


Louisville, Ky., Sept. 13.—As an In- 


cident of his entry Into the South,, 
where his recent declaration on gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads arous- 
ed most opposition. William J. Bryan 
made a more explicit statement re- 
garding his posltion'in the matter be- 
fore an audience of 12,000 people as- 
sembled at the Armory. 


Mr. Bryan was welcomed by Henry 


Watterson. 
who 
presided. 
Other 


speakers were Senators Caimack of 
Tennessee and Stone nf Missouri. 


When Mr. Or;, an entered the hall 


there was a demonstration tha* lasted 
ten minut33. thousands of fta?s 'he- 
ing waved in unison with the surges 
of cheers that iv.cpt over the thi'ons. 


VChf-n Mr. Bryan arcs" to sneak the 


demonstration was renewed. A part of 
his written I'tteiance on government 
ownciship of railroads follows: 


"In my speech at th? New York re- 


ception, I made some remaiks con 
cerning 
gnvornr>ont 
ownership of 


railways and I thought that I had ex- 
pressed myself so clearly that my 
position could not be misconstrue J 
even by those who desired to miscon- 
strue it. The New York speech was 
prepare;! in advance. It was not only 
written but it was carefully revised. It 
stated exactly whatJ wanted to state 
and I have nothing to withdraw or 
modify in the statement therein made. 
What I say tonight is rather In the 
nature of an elaboration of the ideas 
therein presented. After quoting from 
the Democratic platform of 1900 that 
a private rr.or.only is indefinsibie and 
intolerable, and after laying it down 
as a principle that public ownership 
should begin where competition ends 
and that the people should have the 
benefit of any monoply that might be 
found necessary. I stated that I had 
reached the conclusion that railroads 
partake so much of the nature of a 
monoply that they must ultimately be- 
come public property and be managed 
by public officials in,the. Interests of 
the whole community." After quoting 
extensively 
from 
his 
New 
York 


speech Mr. Bryan said: "This state* 
ment of my views has been assailed 
by some as an attempt to force these 
views upon the Democratic party, and 
by some as ?n announcement of an 
Intention to Insist upon the Incorpora- 
t'rn of these views in the next Demo- 
cratic national platform. Let me an- 
j>*ver these two charges. I have tried 
to make it clear that I expressed my 
o\yi opinion and I have neve'' sought 
to compel the r.cceptancc of my opin- 
ion by any <»e else. Reserving the 
right to do my own thinking. I respect 
the right of every- one else to do his 
thinking. I have too much confidence 
in the independent thought in my own 
party to expect that any considerable 
number of Democrats would acknowl 
edge my right to do their thinking for 
thorn even if I were undemocratic 
enough to assert I had a right. 


"If you ask me whether the question 


of government ownership will be an 
issue in the campaign of 1908 I an- 
swer. I dont know, 
if you ask me 


whether it cu^ht to be in the platform. 
I reply, t cannot tell until I know that 
the Democratic voters think upon the 
subject. 
If the Democrats 
believe 


that the next platform should contain 
a plank in favor of government owner- 
ship, then tbpt plank ought to be in- 
cluded. 
If the Democrats think it 


ought not to contain such a plank, 
then such a jilank ought not to be In- 
clu'lPd. 
It rests with the party to 


make the platform and Individuals 
can only advise. I have spoken for 
m\self and for myself only, and I did 
not know how the suggestion would be 
received. I am now prepared to con- 
fess to you that it has b»en received 
more favorably than I expected. There 
Is tbis. however, that I do expect, 
namely, that those Democrats who 
oppose government ownership will ac- 
company their dechiration against It 
wilh the assertion lhat they will fa- 
for government rnvnTthip whenever 


they are convinced that the 
um&ify'J
